The United States is “relatively 
deficient” in manpower compared 
to central Asia, east Asia or west- 
ern Europe, but could win a war 
nevertheless with superior weap- 
3 and naval air-sea strength, he 
said, 

If war comes suddenly within 
the next several years, he adds, 
aif-tea power would be the only 
way of quickly hitting back at an 
enemy, While invasion in some 
form would be necessary to win 
the war, it might not be necessa 
to occupy all of an enemy's terre 
tory or capital, Nimitz said,

I said goodby to my mother, 
my wife and our bpy, Marjan, then 
13, and went off to join my unit 
in western Poland near the border, 

I was assigned to a map unit, 
and to my consternation disacov- 
ered that most of the maps which 
the Polish forces had ordered were 
maps showing roads leading to 
Berlin! This must be classed with 
the more tragic examples of mili- 
tary naivete in history—though, of 
course, no mapa could have saved 
us, 

Poland was felled as if struck 
by lightning, as, indeed, it was. 
The disorder was beyond belief. I 
had urged that the people permit 
the pangera to roll through, and 
thus remain behind the advance- 
ing Nazi lines in ever-increasing 
numbers, and continue the fight. 

Instead, millions of Poles were 
ordered to flee in the face of the 
approaching Germans, They 
jammed all roads and were slaugh- 
tered by strafing German planes. 
The army could not possibly 
maneuver, It was a bitter sham- 
bles. 

It is a sickening feeling to see 
one's country plunged into utter 
defent through blind unprepared- 
ness, - 
Hoped for Russian Ald. 

One dim hope remained aa the 
German tanks forged on against 
us ~~ our defending forces some- 
times made up of youths bravely 
but pathetically throwing bottles 
of benzine at the steel monsters. 


That hope centered around Rus- | 
that |§ sia. 


Poland had a solemn-sounding 
non-aggression pact with Moscow, 
Perhaps we could flee into the 
USSR. Perhaps, even, Russia 
might come to our aid. 

Then on Sept. 
unit, now depleted by casualties, 
retreated toward the southeast, 
our commander turned from his 
radio with a look I shall never 
forget. 

“This is the worst,” he cried. 
“Russia has put the knife in. our 
back. The Red Army is now en- 
tering eastern Poland, to help the 
Germans.” 

With 4000 other remnants of the 
Polish army, I walked into Hun- 
gary, then still neutral, and was 
interned, 

I had never been able to reach 
my family. The defeat of Poland 
lay on me like a fever... and 
la part of that malady was the 
‘anger at the callous, pitiless man- 
ner in which Russia, our friend 
by pact, had kicked us while we 
' were prostate.

-A former Czech diplomat, 
League of Nations official and 
wartime patriot working with the 
French resistance movement, 
Kerno is now in Greece with the 
Balkan commission. 

F cller, who shared with 
Vaughan. the hectic responsibility 
of “being” the U.N. in New York 
early in 1946, is the director of 
the legal department under Kerno 
and is also Lie’s personal counsel 
on U.N. matters. Forty-three years 
old, a native of New York, Feller 
formerly taught law at Yale and 
Harvard, was a special assistant 
to the United States Attorney 
General, counsel to UNRRA and 
OWI, and an American delegation 
adviser at San Francisco and 
London, : 

Feller has problems both heavy 
a light. On the same day that 
he plans spadework for a vast re- 
search project on international! 
law, he gets a letter from a crank 
claiming to hold all patents on 
the atomic bomb and demanding 
cash justice from the U.N, 

While he négotiates with the 
United States on a $65,000,000 loan 
to finance the New York head- 
quarters, he gets a letter from a 
woman in England who threatens 
to sue the U.N. for $225,000 on 
the ground that she originally 
designed the U.N. flag just 
adopted as official. 

The law department is the U.N.’s 
smallest, It is manned by only 16 
lcwyers compared, for example, 
with 235 in the law department of 
New York City. Feller’s men, 
however, are varied, coming from 


114 different countries. 


At the moment, Feller's chief 
problem is the $65,000,000 loan 
which must be approved by Con- 
gress.

cause of a combination of unavoidable circum- 
stances, most large American cities today are 
going broke. Rising prices and wages, along 
with antiquated and inelastic tax structures, 
have produced a national disease of municipal 


bankruptcy. 


Sympathy for the Mayor 


So the Mayor of St. Louis deserves the sym- 
pathetic consideration of the community in his 
battle against red ink. His latest proposal, 
though, has some dangerous aspects and, how- 
ever sharply expediency bangs at the door, it 
should not stampede us into violating basic tax 
principles. 

Mayor Kaufmann proposes legislation to re- 
turn to the counties and cities 50 per cent of the 
total state income tax collection. Since St. Louis 
contributés about $5,000,000 in state income 
taxes, this means the state would return approxi- 
mately $2,500,000, which would go a long way 
toward solving the city’s problem. 

The remaining 50 per cent of state income 
taxes would go to the state school system, Under 
present practice, the schools receive automati- 
cally one-third of all general revenue, including 
income taxes. Thus, with a total income tax col- 
lection of some $15,000,000, the schools now re- 
ceive $5,000,000, Under the Mayor’s proposal, 
the schools would get $7,500,000, or $2,500,000 
more than they are now receiving. 

Transparently, the schools are included in the 
plan for the purpose of winning the support of 
rural legislators, who have long done the bidding 
of the powerful school lobby. Without such sup- 
port, the Mayor figures that the distressed cities 
can get no relief from Jefferson City. So he has 
approached the subject as a practical politician, 
dangling a bauble under the noses of the rural 
legislators to capture their votes. 


Old and New Vested Interests * 


In doing so, however, he is solidifying an al- 
ready vicious Missouri practice, and hardening 
the school lobby’s unreasonable grip on state fi- 
nances. It is wrong in principle for the Missourt 
Constitution, as it does, to guarantee the schools 
a flat 25 per cent of all general revenue. It is 
wrong for the Legislature, as it habitually does, 
to give the schools 33 per cent. No fixed and 
automatic allocation of general state funds 
should go for any purpose, The schools should 
get only what they need from the state treasury, 
and their needs should be determined by careful 
budgeting. The need sometimes may be greater 
than 33 per cent; it may be less. But the Con- 
stitution should not handcuff the Legislature nor 
should the Legislature manacle itself. 

Even worse, perhaps, is that the Mayor's pro- 
posal would create a new vested interest, 


Unfortunately, the Mayor's plan,’ 


namely, in giving counties, as well as cities, a 
share of the state income tax. Many small cities 
and counties do not need additional funds. In 
1947, 22 out of 109 rural counties had surpluses 
of 100 to 168 per cent of their entire appropria- 
tions for the year, and are in position to grant 
tax reductions gather than in need of more 
revenue. Many other counties are not in finan- 
cial distress and, where they are, their troubles 
would yield to other solutions, such as economy 
and efficiency. Moreover, many counties would 
fail to impose the maximum tax levy, leaning on 
the state for funds instead. 

It is a dangerous thing when state handouts 
relieve local governments of the duty of levying 


upon their own people a just share “of govern-. 


mental costs. This has already happened to an 
alarming extent gn the school system. So much 
gravy is passed out by the state that school dis- 
tricts are shirking proper local support of their 
own schools. Indeed, in many cases, through 
tricky bookkeeping methods, these school dis- 
tricts have actually been defrauding the state. 


A Trap for the City 


Thus we believe that Mayor Kaufmann, with 
all the good purpose in the world, is falling into 
a trap. By being willing to accept a kickback 
from the state, he is increasing the power of the 
school lobby; he is setting up a new vested local 
government interest in state income taxes; and, 
since the cities will always pay a major share of 
the state income taxes, he is letting the cities in 
for larger demands for the future. For example, 
once the counties get their hands in the pie, the 
state may be compelled to increase income tax 
rates, or to increase state sales taxes, also 
largely paid by the cities, to meet new county 
demands or to replenish its own lost revenues. 


Clearly, it seems to us, the Mayor should seek‘ 


a solution which would avoid the evils of the 
kickback, and which would avoid a further weak- 
ening of local taxing responsibility. In all fair- 
ness, the state, which is now running a surplus, 
should surrender outright to the cities some of 
the taxing authority it now monopolizes. It 
might, for example, as a pending bill proposes, 
cut the state income tax rate and permit muni- 
cipalities to levy income taxes of their own. In 
that case, local mayors and aldermanic boards 
could use this tax device or not, according to 
their needs. They would not have to go to the 
state as cup-bearing beggars. By the same token, 
they would be immediately responsible to their 
constituents for any abuse of the new taxing 


power, 
For a City Income Tax 


Moreover, to fit the unique case of St. Louis, 
a municipal income tax — properly authorized 
by the Legislature to avoid the flaws in the 
outlawed earnings tax—might very well be drawn 
to cause the people of St. Louls County and IIli- 
nois commuters who earn théir living in St. 
Louis to pay their fair share for the use they 
make of the city's services. The Mayor's pres- 
ent proposal does not fouch this important phase 
of the problem. Why should the city furnish 
streets, sewers, lights, police and fire protection, 
to say nothing of the Zoo, library and Art Mu- 
seum, to many thousands of people who never 
pay a dime for these necessities and luxuries? 

We think the Mayor should throw his weight 
into the passage of a graduated municipal income 
tax, basing rates upon ability to pay. If he does 
so, he will have strong support, Nor do we think 
he should be deterred by political obstacles, no 
matter how formidable they may appear at pres- 


ent. There is a basic injustice in Missouri’s tax 


structure now—with the cities the sufferers— 
and no such injustice can endure. 


A Father’s Understanding 


Lawrence Grieser, Ohio farmer, was the father 
of four of the 13 children killed in the bobsled 
tragedy. He might have been wildly bitter at 
the driver of the tractor, Jesse Wyse, who “just 
froze stiff” when the train suddenly appeared in 
the flying snow and swept over the sled.

Now and then someone, in the 
presence of great grief, plumbs the depths of 
human sympathy and understanding.

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Schuman’s Way and De Gaulle’s 


French political situations have a way of turn- 
ing volatile, and the current inflation of the 
franc—a not fancy meal in a Paris restaurant 
now costs well over $5—certainly ‘is no stabiliz- 
ing influence. So it may not be prudent to draw 
sweeping conclusions from the support received 
yesterday by Premier Robert Schuman from the 
National Assembly. Still, it was impressive. 

After making each one of them an issue of 
confidence, his government was able to beat 
down a series of amendments to its stiff new tax 
bill by margins which never fell lower than 33 
votes. To do so it had to defeat a bloc of Com- 
«munist, DeGaullist and rural deputies. Schuman 
is prescribing a medicine which ig obviously dis- 
tasteful, but he seems to have convinced a ma- 
jority of Frenchmen that it must be taken to 
cure a much more unpleasant economic iil. 
There's more here than an ingratiating bedside 
manner and colored sugar water. : 

Schuman’s support, of course, may be whit- 
tled away by the shifting alliances of French 
parliamentary politics. In this respect, it is dis- 
couraging to see how readily the DeGaullists 
combined with their sworn enemies, the Gom- 
munists, when they thought they saw a chance 
to embarass the government and to enhance 
their vote appeal. But even more discouraging 
was Gen. DeGaulle’s Sunday speech advocating 


the abolition of trade unions in favor of a corpo- © 


rative set-up such as that advocated by Musso- 
lini and those now in force in Spain and 
Portugal. 

This is an intolerable denial of democracy, a 
resort to fascist methods which hardly is neces- 
sary to curb Communist influence in labor 
circles—a purge already well under way. Despite 
DeGaulle’s unquestioned patriotism and the fine 
role he played during fhe war, it gives ground 


* 


for the fear expressed in various quarters that 
this good soldier will not make a good statésman. 
The General had better reconsider his position 
if he expects support from democratic French- 
mem To & program such as the one he outlined, 
they certainly will prefer Schuman’s middle-of- 
the-road way.

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Chester Davis’ Caution 


There are few convincing signs so far that 
the current boom is losing strength ... If 
our economy becomes more distorted during 


1948, the corrective adjustments will be 
even more severe when the break finally 
comes. It becomes increasingly important, 
then, that action to contain further inflation 
be prompt and effective—Chester C. Davis, 
President, St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank. 
The author of this warning, however, does-not 
prescribe the prompt and effective action to go 
with his expert diagnosis. He proposes minor 
skirmishes with inflation: “Fiscal and monetary 
action,” export control and possibly the ration- 
ing of scarce industrial materials. The situation 
demands wage, price and profit control and con- 
sumer rationing, but Mr. Davis still “sincerely 
hopes” the country can get by with voluntary re- 
straints and by producing “at the highest level 
attainable.” : 
By drawing back from a real attack on infla- 
tion, Mr. Davis is forced to echo Senator Taft’s 
weak advice to spend less and save more—when 
few can save anything.. He says industry is pro- 
ducing at capacity but cannot afford to deprive 
consumers to increase its capacity. That stale- 
mate, too, is avoidable. Wartime economic. con- 
trols achieved an unprecedented increase of 
capacity and higher standards of consumption, 
too. 
Meanwhile, inflation slips further out of hand. 
Voluntary food saving gets an epitaph in the 
news that consumers and competitors have

forced members of the National Restaurant As- 


sociation to end meatless and eggless days. A 
few bolder leaders, like Senator Flanders, see 
that meat rationing will soon be necessary and 
propose legislation to make ready for it.

Why Cities Are in the Red

Everywhere cities find it difficult to make ends meet, article points 
out; mounting deficits force them to seek new revenue sources: some 
economies are possible, but it is apparent that everybody who uses 
a metropolis must help support it; local income taxes are coming. 


Sam Shulsky, New York Financial Writer, in the American Mercury 


In every corner of the United States, 
cities with populations ranging from 10 
or, 20,000 into the millions are having a 
totfgh time making ends meet. 

In 1947, a year of high wages and a his- 
tory-making $200 billion national income, a 
year in which businessmen and economists 
debated whether we were going to have a 
recession, our cities were already well along 
the downwards path toward compulsory 
furloughs, scrip, or payleas paydays for 
employes, and the economy firings which 
marked the depression of the '30s, For even 
though municipal taxes are high, and col- 
lections are practically 100 per cent, the 
cities are running out of money. They are 
‘spending more than they are taking in. 


The reasons for this difficulty are not 
hard to find. The prices of everything the 
city must buy have gone up during the last 
10 years. In its purchases of maintenance 
materials—steel, cement, wood, etc,—it has 
had to compete with private corporations 
which were able to bid whatever the mar- 
ket asked because they could pass the in- 
creased cost onto the buyer. 


\ 
New Services Provided 


The general cost of manpower has risen 
sharply; in some cases it has doubled, The 
cities have recognized this upward trend 
only grudgingly, and in some cases they 
have tried to ignore it. The result has 
been understaffed departments, low-quality 
personnel, poor morale—all spelling ineffi- 
ciency and waste and greatly increased 
costs of doing business. 


A. third burden added to the overloaded 
back of the city budget has been the neces- 
aity for increased services. 

Probably the’ most imposing additions 
were made in community recreation facili- 
ties. More than $60,000,000 was spent on 
these facilities, and new high levels were 
achieved in pre-school play centers, craft 
shops, little theaters and music projects, 

Where is the money going’ to come from? 


Under present tax-gathering formulas, 
revenue cannot go much higher. More than 
65 per cent of the total income of cities 
having populations over 25,000 comes from 
taxes on rea) estate, And there has been 
precious little real estate added to our 
cities in the last six years. While it is true 
that assessments have been raised, the in- 
crease is often hedged about by political 
restrictions. 


Property Not Taxed 


Tax rates have also been increased, but 
these raises are almost always limited by 
state law. But even if there were room 
for increases in assessments and tax rates 
(as there is in some cities), the nationwide 
migration to the suburbs and rural areas 
would render this almost meaningless, 

The valuation base has also been reduced 
by the steady transfer of billions of dollars’ 
worth of real estate in major cities to gov- 
ernment, churches, schools and charitable 
institutions—all of whieh are tax exempt. 

Where politics has been forced to yield 
to common sense, some progress has been 
made. A steady attack on the state treas- 
urigs is gaining some ground; a greater 


part of the relief load is being transferred | 


to the mother government. A movement is 
under way toward consolidation of munici- 
pal buying agencies, with the result that 


the departments of hospitals and welfare 
are no longer bidding against each other. 

Other operating efficiencies have been 
instituted, or at least indicated to be de- 
sirable by a slowly awakening public opin- 
fon. In large cities the archaic and waste- 
ful county bureaucracy is under steady and 
relentless attack, and the days of the 
sheriff, whose traditional duties are now 
cared for by a more efficient police force, 
are definitely numbered. 

Equality in assessment of the real estate 
—or, more precisely, the removal of politi- 
cal influence from the assessor's office— 
has been pointed out more than once as 
a crying need. 


Others, Too, Should Pay 


There has been a tendency to make the 
young but fast-growing suburb pay its own 
way in higher charges for water rates, for 
sewerage, for police and fire and health 


protection , at on 


Chambers of commerce all over the coun- 
try are now actively sponsoring pay-as-you- 
go committees aiming to purge the cities of 
the wild-spending, buy-at-any-price spirit 
which has dominated many of their citi- 
zens, The committees are dedicated to 
proving that if cities paid for improve- 
ments as they were made instead of bor- 
rowing, they would be able to save any- 
where up to 40 cents of their tax dollar. 


Cities have resorted to charging for serv- 
ices which have been considered, hereto- 
fore, inalienable rights of city dwellers. For 
example, more than 130 cities of 10,000 pop- 
ulation and over now make an average 
charge of 60 cents per family per month 


for refuse collection. Others exact a sewer , 
/ they learn that the military equipment of 


age fee. 

In one way or another, all the people liv- 
ing around a large city today are citizens 
of that city; they are dependent upon it in 
varying degree for their livelihood, medical 
care, education, shopping and entertain- 
ment. And therefore they are Hable for 
ite upkeep. 


Income Taxes Ahead 


Those who hold to this theory argue that 
the only way to tax those who at present 
escape their share of supporting a me- 
tropolis is to levy taxes against whatever 


. use they make of it. First of all, they 


would impose a tax on commutation, 
whether by train or by private car—the 
latter in the form of highway tolls. An 
even more important proposal is the mu- 
nitipal income tax--a horrid phrase but 
one which will be heard with increasing 
frequency, 

Tt appears as though everyone who has 
any contact with the city will soon be 
forced to swallow this pill There is 
no denying that it will be a bitter one and 
will meet determined opposition wherever 
it is proposed. But defeating a proposed 
tax is only the first half of the problem. 
Providing a substitute form of raising rev- 
enues is the second, and it is much more 


difficult.

1948 campaign goal at $75,000,000. 
This is about $4,000,000 less than 
Americans subscribed last year, 
and $22,000,000 less than the Red 
Cross expects to spend during the 
coming fiscal year. The fund 
drive open March 1. 

President Basil O’Connor ex- 
plained that the organization has 
decided to make up the difference 
by using surplus funds accumu- 
lated in previous years, in order 
to keep the 1948 request as low 
as possible.

Simon Henderson White, a 58- 
year-old Mount Vernon (Il.) mail 
carrier, Was sentenced to three 
years in prison and then placed 
on probation by United States Dis- | 
trict Judge Wred L, Wham In East 
St. Louls today when White plead- 
ed guilty of stealing letters on his 
route.

FIRE DESTROYS VIRTUALLY ALL 
OF BRIQUETTE-MAKING PLANT 


Fire, thought to have been 
_ by spontaneous combus- 
tion, destroyed all but a small por- 
tion of the Super Heat Fuel Corp., 
a coal briquette manufacturing 
plant, on Illinois Highway 15, two 
miles east of Belleville yesterday. 
Only a part of the boiler room was 
left unseathed,

The plant, which had been in 
operation for a year, converted 
Illinois coal into briquettes which 
met requirements of the St. Louls 
anti-smoke law.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6. 
N “Brave New World,” tie 
Aldous Huxley satire on a fu 
ture and absolutely regulated 
society, infants were conditioned 
from birth to belong to .certain 
classes and to want to belong to 
no other classes. ‘The various 
classes were, as I recall, Alphas, 
the highest; Betas, Deltas, Gam- 
mas and Epsilons. One of the 
devices used to condition infants 
was a practice called Sleep Teach- 
ing. While the Beta infant was 
asleep, a volce whispered in his 
ear: 
“Alpha children work much 
harder than we do because they’re 
so frightfully clever. I’m really 
awfully glad I'm a Beta because 
I don’t work so hard, And then 
we are so much better than the 
Gammas and the Deltas....” In 
other words, the child was given a 
horror of his inferiors but no 
great envy of his superiors. 
Recently a couple of professors 
at the University of Chicago re- 
leaned a 150-page report on “Big 
Bister” which ecneluded that this 
C.B.8. soap opera was socially 
beneficial because it made the 
housewife conte..t with her own 
lot.

ing I'd like to show them. All five 
of them loathed Ruth, called her 
“smug” and “self-satisfied” and 
wished she'd stop poking her fin- 
gers into other people's business, 
John they considered a bit of a 
dope. On the whole, all five rather 
liked Christine.

One woman, 
who was clearly an uncondi- 
tioned, non-adaptive type, sug- 
gested that Ruth tell the pair she 
wanted no part of their argument. 
As a second alternative, she sug- 
gested Ruth pour mn a Bcotch 
and soda, pour herself one and 
confess that’s the only solution she 
has at the moment. ; 

“(This) point of view,” the in- 
vestigators remark sadly, “shows 
clearly why the daytime serial 
plays so insignificant a role in 
their (the Alphas’) lives. ...

Have Security in Their Down-State Homes That Thel Bought 
Two Years Ago—Paying for Them With Labor 
of Own Hands—Project a Success.

BENTON, Mo., Jan, 4 


T I8 going to be a happy new 
[ year for the Delmo colon of 

Southeast Missouri because they 
have security in the homes that 
they bought two years ago and ‘for 
which they are paying with the 
labor of their hands. 

Almost everybody said it couldn’t 
be done, but it has been done. Al- 
most everybody, that is, said that 
the Delmo houses built by the gov- 
ernment to shelter poor families 
in their time of need, could not be 
converted into permanent homes 
for people who had never had 
homes before. But it has been 
done and by the test of two years’ 
trial ft*is a success, and the fu- 
ture is filled with promise for its 
continuing success. 

What has happened in Southeast 
Missouri is that 550 families of 
sharecroppers and shifting day 


laborers without homes or hopes . 
thave become property owners and 


substantial citizens who can hold 
up their heads and look the world 
in the face, for they have present 
security and the assurance of a 
new way of life that, seven years 
ago, did not so much 
their dreams and two years ago 
was an experiment that might end 
in de‘eat and disillusionment, 

It was seven years ago, bitter 
mid-winter weather, that the cur- 
tain rose on the drama of the 
Southeast Missouri sharecroppers, 
It rose on a scene of stark trag- 
edy. Negroes and poor whites, 
mostly sharecroppers, turned out 
of plantation cabins by planters 
who stoed.to gain by shifting to 
day labor and depriving croppers 
of their*share of government al- 
lotments, moved out on the high- 
ways because they Had nowhere 
else to ‘go, and camped there with 
their scanty belongings, shivering 
and hungry men, women and chil- 
dren moving dully in a pageant of 
human misery. 

Out of that sorry spectacle came 
the Delmo housing experiment, in- 
stituted by the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration under the authority 
of the government at Washington, 
shamed ino action ,by its sense of 
guilt and lashed by the protests 
and demands that came from all 
over the land. 

The Delmo Homes were houses 
built by the government in colo- 
nies scattered over the cotton 
country of Southeast Missouri, 


furnished, with sanitatidn and 


community utilities, which wene 
rented at low rates to needy 
families. 

The Delmo Homes served well 
their intended purpose, but it was 


paternalism of a sort that some: 


statesmen at Washington viewed 
with distaste, easing their reluc- 
ie acceptance of it with the pur- 
pose of putting an end to it when 
the emergency had passed.

project would have been better 

conceived if it had provided for 
the ultimate private ownership 
of the homes by the occupants 
or others, which would have en- 
abled the government to gtadually 
withdraw without discrediting it- 
self. There was no such provis- 
ion, however, because the states- 
men preferred to take their 
chances with a makeshift plan 
rather than to provide for a long- 
range solution of the problem 
posed by the sharecroppers and 
others like them. ‘ 

When, in the view of the states- 
men, the thing had gone on long 
enough, Congress took steps to 
put an end to it, Even, then, 
which was in 1945, arrangements 
could have been made for ena- 
bling the occupants of the Delmo 
Homes to buy them on long-time 
and low-interest terms, but that 
would have taken too long to sat- 
isfy men who wanted the govern- 
ment to get out of the housing 
business without delay. So the 
order went forth for the Delmo 
Homes to be liquidated quickly.

So 
what faced them was that they 
would be put out of their homes 
and deprived of she furniture that 
the government had supplied and 
they ‘wowld be on the highway 
again without eyen the small pos- 
Bessions that the government did 
not permit them to retain when 
they moved into the Delmo Homes.

HE ruthlessness of the proposed 
liquidation was a shock to men 
and worfen of goodwill in St. 
Louis and elsewhere who had been 


‘watching the experiment with in- 


terest and hopefulness, They re- 
solved that this thing must not 
be. A purpose was born to form 
a corporation to buy the homes 
and resell them on easy terms to 
the occupants, It was.a big under- 
taking. There were some who said 
it couldn’t be done. Down here, 


however, there was a young man ; 
‘ with no resources of his own ex- 


cept a great faith. He was David 
Burgess, a field missionary of the 
Episcopal and Congregational! 
churches, with a zeal*for social 
service. Up in St. Louis was Bishop 
William Scarlett of the Episcopal 
church, Josephine Johnson and 
Fannie Cook and others who were 
burdened with sympathy for the 
share-croppers and filled with a 
determination to help them. What 


“was needed to help them was $285,- 


000, of which $73,500 would be re- 
quired as a down payment. It was 
a lot’ of’ money, but men were 
found who were willing to put it 
up, confident that the plans that 
had been worked out were prac- 
tical and sound, and willing to 
take a chance. 

Thus is was that the Delmo 
Housing Corp..came into being and 
thus it was that the Delmo Homes 
were saved. The Government, hav- 
ant got nowhere with its auction 
saié, was quite willing for the cor- 
poration to take over and tackle 
the job that the Government had 
been unwilling to face. 

Thus it came about that in 
January, 1946, title to the Delmo 
Homes passed from the Farm Se- 
curity Administration to the Del- 
mo Homes Corporation. The down 
payment of $73,500 was paid, with 
the remainder to be paid over a 
period of eight years. The purpose 
of the corporation was to sell the 
homes at an average price of $800, 
with a down paymént of $100 by 
each purchaser, the remainder to 
be paid at $7.50 a month over a 
period of eight years. All of the 
homes Were sold, mostly to the oc- 
cupants, and many asked to be 
placed on a waiting list in case 
that any of the homes became 
available later. Administration of 
the program was in the hands of

Harris Rogers of Benton took 
charge as manager of all the 
colonies to administer them until 
the buyers have completed their 
purchases. Two years have passed 
and Rogers now answera for his 
stewardship and Treasurer Wilson 
reports on the over-all aspetts of 
the corporation's affairs. 


Rogers says all is well with the 
550. families, 300 of them white 
and the remainder Negroes, who 
are huying their homes. The aver- 
age payments are $10 a month, 
covering instalments. on the 
houses, taxes and insurance: Sev- 
eré), taking advantage of the privi- 
lege of doing so, have paid out in 
full. Many are months ahead in 
their payments. There has been 
no default in payments. Only one 
family has moved away. The con- 
tracts of two were rescinded on 
account of delinquency, but were 
later reinstated when the delin- 
quent payments were made. De- 
linquencies, due to contingencies, 
seldom run over three months and 
are then cleaned up. 


Forty per cent of the homes 
have been modernized, improved 
and painted. A plan is being 
worked out to assist others in 
painting their houses and paying 
on the instalment plan. The 
people are satisfied. Health is 
good. Schools are accessible either 
in nearby towns or by bus. Serv- 
ice of the Rural Electrical Admin- 
istration are available and nearly 
all families. have it. Deep -wells 
supply water. Food is raised in 
the gardens, which average 80 by 
250 feet. Cows and chickens are 
kept.

HE home owners are farm 
workers, mechanics, teachers 
and preachers, Some of them 
go away for seasonal work, pick- 


ing peaches in Illinois, tomatoes in 


Indiana and fruits in Michigan, 
leaving their families at home. 
Streets and roads, with county help, 
are kept in good condition. Plats 
dedicating streets to public uses 
are to be filed. The communities 
in which the colonies are located 
are friendly. The town of Ken- 
nett has annexed the colony at its 
border. Thé home owners are 
proud to call themselves citizens 
and taxpayers and do not com- 
plain that the taxes are too high, 
finding a certain satisfaction in 
paying as much as others. Sepa- 
rations and divorces are below the 
national average, 

All in all, says Rogers, he 
doesn't know any group of people 
who are better satisfied and he 
doesn’t know of any business that 
is on a sounder footing than that 
of the Delmo Homes Corp.

OR guidance in planning for a 
better community life, a social 
survey wasenade for the corpo- 
ration in July and August by New- 


‘ell Steward, who emphasized that 


in guch planning the drive and 
implementation must come from 
the people themselves, with out- 
siders only pointing out the prob- 
lems and making’ available the 
‘knowledge necessary for their so- 
lution. The survey showed that 
there are dpproximately 2260 peo- 
ple living on the projects, of whom 
2023 were interviewed. About 
1300 are white, living in six of the 
communities, and 960 are Negroes, 
living in three communities. Of 
the 1043 gainfully employed 576 
make their living from the soil, 
but only six farm their own lands. 
More than half of the working 
population are sharecroppers and 
field handa. 

Urgent needs pointed out in the 
report included libraries or regu- 
lar visits of a bookmobile, volun- 
teer fire departments, community 
centers, group ownership of busses 
and trucks for use of migratory 
workers, the formation of classes 
for the study of community prob- 
lems and needs, and the organiza- 
tion of co-operatives. Work along 
these lines among the Delmo peo- 
ple, the survey pointed out, should 
be much simpler than work 
among other groups because a 
majority in each project have a 
farm life background, 

An outline of proposed commu- 
nity organization for the Delmo 
Homes embraces economic needs, 
civic, affairs, recreation, health 
and education, The plan of or- 
ganization provides for sponsor- 
ing groups, at present the Con- 
gregational Church, the Episcopal 


‘ Church and the American Friends | 


Service Committee, and employ- 
ment of a community -organizer. 


The aims for the future cover 
proper utilization of surplus land 
for the benefit of all project resi- 
dents, development of opportuni- 
ties for project industries and co- 
ops, development of project resi- 
dents to become board members 
so that eventually the Delmo 
Housing Corporation will be en- 
tirely controlled by the projects, 
and at last a geries of at least 
nine small well-rounded villages 
worthy of the name community. 

All in all, what with the things 
that have been done and the 
greater things planned to be done, 
the people who live in the projects 
have atarted the new year, their 
third, with happiness in their 
hearts because of the security 
that they never had before in 
homes that are their own.

East 
would have had to discard his last 
heart in orer to keep a club stop- 
per, an dummy’s e of hearts 
would have been good. But South 
was not up to.this sort of play, 
and went down one, 

Squeezi would have been un- 
necessary if declarer had had the 
vision to delay his lead of the 
singleton diamond. On:the bid- 
ding, it was obvious that Wast 
had started with at* least seven 
hearts. This would leave West 
with only two, It was vital that 
declarer remove West's remain- 
ing heart and thereby remove his 
only safe exit card. After win- 
ning the heart ace, declarer should 
have crossed to dummy’s spade 
king and ruffed (high) a second 
heart.
